Rainy Season Welcome 


The rain of today is hoped to presage a rainy .season which 
will do much to relieve suspense regarding hazardous fire condi­ 
tions in the woods and brush land. 
In late August G. M. Conzet. Commissioner of Forestry and 
Fire Prevention, called attention to fires that generally should not 
burn over an acre or two in a day under ordinary years had spread 
from one hundred to two thousand acres the first day, and their 
control was often uncertain at night. 
The Forest Service has been called upon to fight fire and keep 
on duty almost a full force of men ever since the fore part of Afiril 
The amount of finance available will not he anywhere near suffi­ 
cient for the protecting of the settlers in the northern part of the 
state if the present conditions continue. 
The only possibility of 
protecting these areas lies in the preventing of the starting of fires. 
The ground is so dry that it will take a large amount of rain 
to make it safe for burning, so that persons should be very careful 
about starting fires after rains, even though the moisture may 
seem sufficient. 
When thf ground gets as dry as it is now an or­ 
dinary rain rarely goes into the dry duff over an inch. Any brush 
pile fire or camp fire will burn through this moisture and into the 
dry ground and sooner or later spread as a forest fire. 
It is claimed a large number of fires have been caused by chil­ 
dren playing with matches, little campfires and other playful 
sources. 
They are probably not starting any more of these this 
year than usual but the woods and grass have been so terribly dry 
that these fires get away. 
Probably one of the Worst sources of fires, both meadow and 
forest fires, is the smoker. 
Too much care or cautioning cannot 
be given smokers in the woods and fields at this time of the year.

Y akim a E lberta peaches will be here 
from the Yakim a Valley’ in E astern 
W ashington 
The 
wise hom e-canner. this year, 
will put peaches first on her canning 
list, for au th o ritativ e forecasts show 
th a t fruit in general will be scarce 
and high in price. 
The straw b erry 
crop seem ed alm ost to com e and go 
betw een two w inks. 
W ith 
sugar 
prices th e 
low’est 
in 
years, homo canning is peculiarly fin 
econom y m easure this y’ear, provided 
the fru it can be obtained. 
Though reports from C alifornia in­ 
dicate th at the peach crop th ere is 
considerably less th an one-half of last 
year's yield, the Y akim a V alley shows 
prospects of an excellent crop of can­ 
ning peaches. 
P u rch asers wfll prob­ 
ably pa.v slightly m ore for them th an 
last year, owing to th e general sh o rt­ 
age in fresh fruits, but th e prices will 
still be reasonable, and can n in g will 
certain ly pay’ dividends.
